The 
loss of the Union army at Gettysburg was 
about thirty thousand men, of whom live 
thousand were killed on the spot. Thirty- 
fiv- hundred and sixty Union soldiers were 
buried on the field. When we consider the 
fact, that the rebels acted on the offensive, 
and were more exposed than the national 
lr.,ops, we mav sately conclude that their 
loss was lorty thousand. Perhaps it was 
even more. The rebel ollicial reports of the 
battle of Gettysburg, with the exception of 
a few b-igade reports, omit to give the 
It is well known, however, that 
iian half ol Pickett's division of 
Longstreet's corps were killed and wounded. 

For months the Richmond papers te^emed 
with personal advertisements, b"g;;ing for 
information of sons, and brothers, aud fa- 
thers, last beard from at Gettysburg. The 
m ist sweeping slaughter fell upon the 
troops e»f Virginia, though every State of 
the Southern Confederacy was largedy rep- 
resented among the slain ; and the soldiers 
of eighteen loyal fttotfS now repose in the 
cemetery dedicated to their rest in such fit 
and memorable terms, by Abraham Lin- 
coln. The field of Gettysburg will not be 
les> famous thsn that of Waterloo, and the 
interest with which it is invested will en- 
dure forever. A writer in the Atlantic 
Monthly, who visited it last summer, says: 
"l'ieuty of rebel knapsacks and haversacks 
li» rotting upon the ground." Old John 
Burns, the only mau in Gettysburg who 
took a gun in bis hand aud had a shot at 
the rebels, told the writer in the All mtic: 

"Wheneveryou seethe msrksofsbellsand 
bullets on a house all covered up, and pain- 
ted and plastered over, that's the house of a 
rebel sympatui-rr; but when you see them 
all preserved and kept in sight, as some- 
thing to be proud of, that's the bouse of a 
Drue Cttion man.'— Cin.

Indeed! And when did the Journal man 
acquire thiR extreme fastidiousness ? And 
this cringin^ly humble estimate of the pro- 
fession? General Palmer fouud himself 
already, fully sustained by the Secretary 
of War. There was no farther occasion for 
thrusting the question again upon the at- 
tention of that overworked official. But it 
was, and continues important that the peo- 
ple of this State should understand in the 
most thorough aud explicit mariner the full 
purport and motives of the General's policy 
and the reasons for it furnished by the dis- 
ordered status of our late slave population. 
No man certainly is so competent to ex- 
pound these as General Palmer. And 
dainty people of such exquisite sense of the 
proprieties as to be disgusted with his 
method of doing it, will have to swallow 
their disgust, or go unenlightened. Plain 
men of republican habits and average 
stomachs will be glad to get at the General's 
exposition of his purposes without giving 
themselves any unnecessary pain in con- 
templating the untasteful manner iu which 
the same is presented. It does not sound 
so im . ensely large as the writer may have 
supposed it would, to say that General 
Palmer "felt worsted in the contest," and

may not be necessary to notice any of th e 
complaints that were filed with the Secre- 
tary of War against that General. And 
yet it may not be uniustructive to examine 
a few of the assumptions and statements 
contained in the letter of Governor Bram- I 
lette to the Secretary of War, of date Octo- 
ber 12, 186i"». An examination of this kind 
might possibly show that a more than care- 
ful attention to facts, would have prevented 
the embodiment of several statements in 
that letter. Of course we are satisfied that 
Gov. Bramlette would not intentionally mis- 
lead the honorable Secretary of War and 
the President by his statements. But wo 
do protest that he has done it. 
Savs the Governor: 

"Gen. Palmer" assumes in bis reply that 
he has "the contideace of all Union men in 
the State who are opposed to all concession 
to or compromise w ith slavery," and that 
lie "has the full confidence of the colored 
people of the State." He farther assumes 
that those who oppose his policy wish to 
support and maintain slavery iu the State; 
which, he asserts, cannot be done under his 
administration of the military department. 

"To these remarkable assumptions, which 
do such gross injustice to myself and those 
who object to bis policy, it is my purpose to 
respond. There is not aud has not been any 
mm -> uion made in Kentacky to the free- 
dom of the "colored" soldier and his fami- 
ly ; if so, it has never come to my knowl- 
edge. The law of Congress freeing this class 
is acquiesced in and c-beyed." 

It is hardly possiole for us to understand 
who the Governor calls "Union men.'' II 
he styles Garrett Davis and friends "Union 
men" undoubtedly Gen. Pa>mer did as- 
sume too much when he claimed to have 
the confidence of "all Union men." Bat if 
by "Union men," we are to understand 
that he means those men who supported 
the national Government ou battie-li -lds, 
and who sustained the Constitutional 
Amendment at the last August election, 
then General Palmer assumed to state 
nothing but facts.

The Georgia Convention follows the lead 
of South Carolina in dealing with the or- 
dinance of secession. It repeals the ordi- 
nance instead of pronouncing it null and 
void. The difference is important between 
the two, and choosing the iormer in place 
of the latter is an important indication of 
the temper of the people and of the atill 
deeply cherished conviction that States 
have a right to secede. The resolution of 
repeal was passed without debate or dis- 
sent. Mr. Joshua Hill gave notice of a 
motion to reconsider the vote, and to sub- 
stitute a resolution of nullity for that of 
repeal. But he subsequently "reconsider- 
ed" his own purpose and declined to pre- 
sent his motion. 

Another significant act of the Conven- 
tion was a proviso attached to the consti- 
tutional clause prohibiting slavery (which 
also passed at once and unanimously) to 
the effect that nothing in said clause 
should be so construed as to invalidate 
claims of slaveholders against the United 
States Government lor lssses incurred in 
slave property by emancipation. These 
two facts in the proceedings of that body, 
distinctly foreshadow the acceptance of 
the rebel State debt, 
vestiges of treason.

The Gover- 
nor may not know it, but it M nevertheless 
true that railroads and stage-coaches refuse 
to transport freed women and children— the 
wives of soldiers — unless compelled to by 
passes issued under orders from General 
Palmer. It is well known that but for the 
General issuing an order calling attention 
to the law of Congress freeing ths wives 
and children of colored soldiers, it would 
have been a dead letter in Kentucky. A 
beautiful way to acquiesce to this law— is it 
not ? 

It is not necessary for us to criticise the 
Governor's exposition of the "pas- system.* 
General Palmer's answer to the lirst letters 
of Governor Bramlette and General Smith 
appears to us to be so clear in its statement, 
so exact ih fact, and so logical in its conclu- 
sions, that nothing lurther can be said of it. 
The system was absolutely necessary to se- 
cure, the protection of freed women and 
children, and to protect towns aud cities 
from being burdened with these slaves, 
who had been ejected from their homes. 
Humanity, as well as equity, required it. 
From its very inception to the present time 
prominent Union men approved it as wise, 
just and proper. In truth, many of the po- 
litical opponents of General Palmer in Ijod- 
anon, a place to which, had flocked a large 
number of colored women aud children, 
urRed the Provost Marshal at that place to 
execute General Order No. 49, C. S. District 
of Kentucky. 

The statement that the pass iystem effects 
the election of Kentucky unfavorably made 
both by the Governor and General Smith, 
appears to us decidedly amusing. Look at 
facts. The pass s\>t. m was inaugurated in 
Louisville on May 11th, lSti/i, and was vig- 
orously enforced up to the time of the Au- 
gust election.

It the execution of the pass sys- 
tem would have iucurred and inflamed ope 
people as it did those of the 5th and Gth 
District, we regret that it was not enforced 
iu March, 18G5! The fact of the busintss is, 
Gov. Bramlette inc used the people by his 
sble speeches, in which he pronounced 
slavery dead, and that, too, in the presence 
of a large number of attentive colored men, 
just us much as Geu. Palmer did by his pass 
system.

Coro- 
ner Carey, of Cincinnati, held an inquest on 
the body, but nothing as to his name, occu- 
pation, or place of residence, was discov- 
ered. 

Sudden Death. — We learn from the Lex- 
ISgtM Olwerver and Reporter that a negro 
wt- man, the slave of Hon. Brutus J. Clay, 
died at Lexington on Monday last under 
tho following circumstances : The negro, 
who was very much emaciated, went to the 
house of Dr. John Henry, on Limestoue 
street, aud asked his negro cook to permit 
her to stay there, which was consented to; 
but the cook's husband coming in, ordered 
her tu leave, taking her by the arm to lead 
her out, but, after goinjj a few st"ps, the 
woman, from weakness, was compelled to 
sit down, when she fell over and died in a 
few minutes. 



The Arkansas Immigration Move- 
ment.— We had yesterday an interview 
with Wm. O. Stoddard, Esq., United States 
Marshal for the Eastern District of Arkan- 
sas, who is en route for the E st in behalf 
of the lately established Immigration Aid 
Society of that State. Mr. Stoddard bears 
credentials from Governor Murphy, attest- 
ing him as Chairman of the Committee — 
appointed by the Immigration Society — on 
Mines and Mineral Lands of Arkansas, aud 
should receive a cordial welcome in the 
East from the friends of the West. His ac- 
quaintance with the lands, both agricul- 
tural and mineral, of Arkansas is practical 
and extensive and his representation will, 
he trusts,, enlist an effective co-operation 
abroad in the enterprise of transferring 
much needed capital and labor to Arkansas.

Terrible DIeasttr— Boiler Ex|ilo*loii on a 
St easier— Seven Perauua Killed and ViU 
teen Injured. 

Nlw York, Oct. 29.— This ■aaraViaW at 
about 6.4ft A. m , while abreast of T\v»nii- 
eih kireet, Xortfa river, the port boiler of 

the steamer St. John, from Albany, explo- 
ded. >^even peroons were killed, seventeen 
scalded, end one missinj'. There were onlv 
al»out one hundred persons aboard, so Hint 
the casualties are not so ureat as they 
would have been during the summer. At 
the time of the accident the engine was 
making thirteen revolutions per minute 
end earn ing a pressure of steam varying 
i twenty-six to twenty-eight pontkls, 
is U e N a oe d lor thirty- flvej but the safe- 
ty valves are weighted at thirty-three 
pounds. None of tiie engineers can ac- 
count for the explosion and regard it as 
very mysterious, which QUI onlv be solved 
by a thorough investigation. At the time 
of the explosion there were two firemen in 
the boiler room, one of them, a Frenchman, 
Jumped overboard and swam lor shore, but 
il is supposed that he was drowned; the 
other eseaped. The steam, owing to the 
position and character ol the explosion, did 
not affect thr> main dick so much as the 
in-tin saloon deck. One of the deck-ban. Is 
araa severely burned on the lower deck. 
I be rent iti the boiler, whicb i-i fortunately 
located ou the KUard, is about six feet long 
and tiiree feet d»ep, leaving an opening into 
which three or four men could very easily 
enter. 

The whole of the upper edge of the sheet 
is tern o!i; the aperture is on a level with 
the saloon deck, and when the explosion 
o. i urred, the steam was followed by tUns of 
scalding water, which passed torougb 
several state rooms, ami rolling in a torrent 
across the dec k, entered the state rooms on 
i he opposite sid •, and in a few seconds the 
boiling water was at least five ; 
on the floor. 

The explosion aK,, tore up the hurricane 
deck, making splinters for a long distance 
around the gallery, and the state rooms 
over those that were destroyed below were 
terribly shattered. The large pillar in the 
center of the saloon is perforated with a 
large piece of iron. 

The rooms, one hundred and twenty-six 
in the main saloon, and forty-two iu the 
gallery on the opposite of the saloon, and 
over twenty feet from the place of the ex- 
plosion are shattered and drenched with 
water. 

Mr. Hints, baggage master, narrowly es- 
caped death. The steam forced the bulk- 
head of his room inward several inches. 

There were numerous very narrow es- 
capes. 

As soon as the accident happened the 
ferryboat Morristown went to the assistance 
of the St. John, and after somo delay she 
was brought to her berth, pier 41, North 
river. 

Medical assistance was immediately se- 
cured. Captain Peck and Mr. Colgrove, 
the clerk, and all attaches of the boat 
did everything in their power to alleviate 
the sufferings of tbe unfortunate. As soon 
as she came to the dock the police took 
p Ml >-siou and kept off the throng. The 
scene on hoard was sad. Forward, near the 
engine room bulk-head, lay the dead. 
First a mother and her two children, next a 
uioiher and child, whose husband and 
father lay at the other end of the saloon 
suffering tortues baezpreaaibiej next a 
mother and wife, and by her head sat her 
husband and their child. He had gone out 
of th eir room just before the exp'osion oc- 
curred. A man also lay in th^s group. The

San Francisco, Oct. 23.— Sailed— steamer 
John Stephens, for northwestern Mexican 
portB, with a cargo valued at ?160,000, in- 
cluding £>O,00O worth of mining machinery 
for IheSonoraaudSinola mines. 

The bark Palmetto arrived to-day from 
Plover Hay September 23d. The stenmer 
George S. Wright, with Colonel Ruckley 
aud partv, comprising the Russian Tele- 
graph Expedition, was at Plover Bay when 
he Palmetto left. Winter was fast coining 
on, with long nights and little sunshine. 
The exploration developed the fact that the 
Knichpeak river ia the same as Yankeen, 
navigable for small steamers to the 
English fort. 

(irant Harbor was selected for landing 
the cable ou the American side. It is a safe 
harbor, with a hard bottom. There is no 
timber in that region. The country is roll- 
ing hot not rough. 

Col. B. scudded across Behrlng s straits to 
St. Lawrence Bay. The soundings were 
favorable all the way across. The bottom 
was mud, and ground fee was tirst dis- 
covered off St. Lawrence. The bay was 
not favorable for laying the cable, being 
shallow and exposed to sea gales. 

Mechim Bay was found fall of Ice. 

Pacscage Bay presented a good bottom, 
and seemed suitable for laying the cable. 

The Asiatic side is more mountainous 
than the American, and entirely destitute 
of timber. The ground is thawed about 30 
inches. The Indians on both sides are 
friendly, and promise to be useful. The 
Russians had done everything possible to 
further the enterprise. 

The steamer with Col. B. will return to 
San Francisco InJNovember. 

Prof. Kennical, with an exploring party 
of twelve men, left Fort St. Nicholas. At 
the mouth of Knichpeak, a small propeller 
left with him to explore Yankeen. 

Arrived this morning the steamer Colo- 
rado, from Panama. 

The Palmetto anived yesterday ftotn 
P. over Bay, September 21, and reports the 
capture ot "twenty-four whalers by the Shen- 
andoah, which had beeu heard of at thai 
port. All the names included iu the list 
have been heretofore telegraphed. 

The last seen of the Shenandoah was by 
the ship Victoria, in the early part of July, 
when she was steering south under full 
sail. During her operations she passed 
through Behring's Straits to Ba t Cape, 
where she burned nine whalers, presumed 
to l>e part of tbe twenty-four whose names 
are reported by the Palmetto.

Repudiation of the Rebel Debt ti North 
Carolina. 

The Wilmington Journal regrets that 

President Johnson has insisted upon the 
repudiation of the rebel debt. We quote its 
remarks! 

We support President Johnson in his res- 
toration policy, so far, at least, as our sup- 
port can avail him. We admire bis gener- 
al course as President, and we say so free- 
ly. But this feeling toward the President 
does not pledge us to an unreasoning ap- 
proval of all he does— to a surrender of our 
own judgment, a sacrifice of our own man- 
hood. We wish President Johnson had 
not consented to send that dispatch. We 
say consented, because we cannot but think 
that he was importuned to send it. Ho 
sent no such dispatch to Mississippi or 
South Carolina. It looks more like dicta- 
tion than advice to the Convention of our 
poor, bleeding, and prostrate State, and 
will be so construed. It was so construed 
by the Convention, which proceeded to "re- 
spond!" to it, although they had otherwise 
solemnly disposed of the question. We 
cannot but think that this is to be regarded 
as ao exception to President Johnson's 
usual strong 6euse, aud a deviation from 
his cherished doctrine of the rights of 
States to regulate their own matters for 
themselves. We regret this matter for tbe 
Convention, as it exhibits its pliability and 
want of firmness and stability in rather too 
bold relief, even for it. We regret it for 
tho Stato upon whose hitherto stainless 
escutcheon it places a blot— for it is a blot 
which casuistry can neither explain away 
nor wash out.

The Body of Klmi James III, ok Scot- 
land, Discovered and Reini-i:;;ued.— By 
command of Her Majesty the Queen, an 
elegant Blab or monumental structure has 
been erected oa the apot of ground at Cba> 
buskennelh, near Sterling, where were 
found some human remains, supposed to 
be those of King James HI aud his Queen, 
the Princess Margaret, of Denmark. Tho 
rcyal remrfins were dug up in the course of 
some excavations which were made in tho 
summer of last year, when th* foundations 
of the ancient abbey Were laid bare. It 
may be stated that the structure is built of 
freestone, is about four foM aud a half in 
hight, tight feet long, lour and a half feet 
broad at tho base, and about three n et 
broad at the top. On the north side the Sol- 
lowing inscription is cut in raised letters: 
"This restoration ot the tomb of her ances- 
tors was executed by command of Her 
Majesty, Queen Victoria, A. D. 1805." On 
the south there is tbe following: "In this 
place, near to the high altar of the Abbey 
of Caoibuskenneth, were deposited the re- 
mains of James the Third, King of Scots, 
who died the 11th of June, 14M8, and of his 
Queen, the Princess Margaret, of Den- 
mark." On the west end are the Scotch 
arm", with motto, "newto me impnne lacca- 
ait," and on the east end the Scotch arms, 
quartered with those of Denmark, sur- 
rounded by a scroll of thistle*.— Dundee 
Ivertiser.
